STREL PRODUCTS CUT. 
WITH DROP IN BARS 


Independents Unite. with, the 
Trust in Extending Republic 
Steel’s Market Break. 


SHEETS AND BILLETS DOWN 


Plates and Structurals Also Cheaper, 
but No Change Made in Rallis, 
Wire or Tin Plate. 


The United States Steel Corporation, 
with its subsidiaries, and. practically all 
of the independent steel manufacturers of 
the country decided yesterday. to meet 
the cut in prices made last week by. the 
Republic Iron and 8teel Company, in 
which John W.. Gates is the dominating 
factor. The chief product of the Republic 
is bars, and its reduction on that line was 
met last week by several of ,the subsid- 
laries and independents individually, in- 
cluding the Carnegie Steel Company. The 
trade was allowed to understand that this 
reduction from $1.40 per 100 pounds to 
$1.25 would be met in taking orders, but 
yesterday’s action was under Judge Gary's 
“co-operative ’’ plan. It also went be- 
yond the action of the Republic Com- 
pany by including other products besides 
bar in the cut. It did not, however, af- 
fect rails, wire, or tin plate. 

lt.was at a conference at the Metropoli- 
tan Club that the decision: to: make this 
general reduction was reached. A lunch- 
¢on given by Judge Elbert H. Gary, Chair- 
man of the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion, began there at 1:30 and concluded at 
5:30. It was attended by between fifty 
and sixty steel manufacturers, including 
Willis L. King of Jones & Laughlin and 
Charles 8. Price, President of the Cam- 
bria Steel Company, and George W. Perk- 
ins and President James A. Farrell of the 
Steel. Corporation. 

Judge Gary announced the result of the 
meeting after his return to the Waldorf 
with this: 


Representatives of ‘the leading manufact- 
urers of finished steel (except the Republic) 
met at luncheon at the Metropolitan Club 
to-day and existing conditions were fully 
dizoussed. It was was the unanimous opin- 
fon that co-operation, as heretofore fully 
explained, should be continued. 


The New Schedule of Prices. 


Opinions were expressed that recent de- 
velopments scern to require some changes 
in prices. Subsidiary companies of the 
United States Steel Corporation have de- 
cided to make adjustments to become ef- 
fective Jane 1, and it is believed that 
these will be generally followed. The 
commodities affected, with the new prices, 
are ag follows:

The cut on galvanized sheets is the same 
as on black sheets, 10 cents per 100 pounds;

Trade Long Uneasy. 


Uneasineses in the steel trade has been 
apparent for several months, and re- 
cently reports of surreptitious price-cut- 
ting by the small companies have been 
in circulation. At Judge Gary’s dinner 
to the steel men at the Waldorf last 
month, however, it was agreed . that 
prices should be r:aintained. The action 
of the Republic Iron and Steel Company 
last week made it necessary to change 
the plans. 

The announcement of the Republic 
Company was made on May 24 by Chair- 
man Topping at the monthly meeting of 
the Iron and Steel Institute. It took the 
somewhat indefinite form of a@ declara- 
tion that the company had determined 
on ‘“‘a more aggressive sales policy.”

MEXICO CITY, May 29.—That Mex- 
ico is to have: peace is a view enter- 
tained only by the most optimistic. The 
heralding of the triumph of the revo- 
lution has not done away with the un- 
rest that has been manifested for more 
than a year. It seems to be only the 
prologue that has passed. 

Just what form‘the next activity may 
,take seems to be entirely in the hands

details of the alleged Cientifico plot to 
kill Madero has added to the unrest.

Red. Swazey Tied in His Blazing

DIAZ MAY CHANGE HIS MIND. 


Hates to Depart—Took Passage for 
Europe Owing to Family’s Fear.

HE ANTICIPATES MORE PLOTS 


But Says Prompt Steps to Stop Them 
Will Be Taken—Sure of Figueroa’s 


Loyalty to Him.

JUAREZ, May 29.—Francisco I. Ma- 
dero, Jr., announced this afternoon that 
he had definitely decided to leave here 
for the City of Mexico next Friday morn- 
ing, taking the Southern Pacific route to 
Eagle Pass, Texas, and thence proceed- 
ing: over the. lines of the National Rail- 
ways of Mexico to the capital. .The town 
opposite Eagle Pass on the Mexican side 
of the Rio Grande, long known as Ciudad 
Porfirio Diaz, has been renamed Piedras 
Negros, and that is the name the train- 
men will call out when Madero crosses 
the International Bridge next Saturday 
morning. . 

Sefior Madero, when he announced that 
Friday was the day he would leave, said 
in answer to a question that he had no 
fear that any attempt would be made to 
injure him on his way to Mexico City, 
but he will be accompanied by a picked 
command of 100 armed men, just the 
same, and the special train that will be 
waiting for him at Piedras Negros will be 
preceded all the way by a pilot engine. 
In addition to his armed bod ard, Ma- 
dero will be accompanied by his family, 
several members of his militery staff, 
and a number of newspaper men. He is 
due to arrive in the City of Megico some 
time next Sunday. 

Among Madero’s visitors to-day were 
Tomas Rogales and Juan F. Covarruvia, 
emissaries Gen. Bernardo Reyes, who 
is now in Havana. They said they came 
to find out for Gen.. Reyes whether or 
not he would be permitted to feturn to 
Mexico. Madero assured them that Reyes 
certainly would be permitted to do so, 
as would all other law-abiding Mexicans, 
and added that he ho to be’ able to 
number Reyes among his friends in the 
future. Gen. Reyes, it is now expected, 
will return soon to Mexico. 

Madero received to-day a full report of 
the proceedings that led to the arrest in 
El Paso last night of Daniel de Villiers 
and in Monterey, Mexico, of W. F. Dunn, 
both of whom were arrested on warrants 
charging them with being concerned in 
a conspiracy to murder ero. A mes- 
sage from Monterey was to the effect 
that papers bearing on the conspiracy 
had been found on Dunn, and that among 
other persons named in the pers was 
a prominent banker of Coahuila, who has 
long been notorious as a bitter enemy of 
Madero. 


Madero Discusses Alleged Pilot. 

Speaking of the alleged plot to kill him 
and to start a new revolution in Mexico 
for the purpose of putting a “* Cientifico ” 
in the Presidential chair, Madero said: 

“If Diaz, with all his past prestige and 
with the unlimited power of the Treasury, 
army, and other resources of the Nation 
behind him was unable to withstand the 


force of public opinion, when the people 
rose, lacking arms, money, and other 
seemingly necessary implements for a suc- 
cessful revolution, how could a movement 
headed by men just as unpopular as was 
Diaz, and who do not possess even a small 
fraction of his initiative, power, and pres- 
tige, nope to conquer us now that we are 
strongest? 

“T was informed of the plot immediately 
when Gen. Viljoen received the first tele- 
gram from Mexico City, and it was by m 
orders that he continued to treat wi 
De Villiers and Dunne. 

“I do not believe that Gen. Trevino is 
implicated, as is alleged, with De ViNiers, 
and if it be true that Gen. Figueroa lis- 
tened to the proposals, it was in the same 
way that Orozco and Viljoen did, as I 
have received un‘uestionable proofs of, 
the GuerreroAeader’s Ivyality. 

“For ten days we have been secretly 
working on this plot. When I was first 
informed of it I traced it to Mexico City. 
A small group of the old régime there de- 
cided to make a last desperate c to 
save themselves in the hope that if I 
were overthrown they might continue in 
their old ways of exploiting the countty 
for their grate g00d. 

““ When learned that a la sum of 
money was back of the plot I determine 
to give it every encouragement. Oro 
was to have gone to Casas Grandes with 
his troops, tjut he return@d here appar- 
ently to become a dupe to the scheme. 
Gen. Viljoen also was ordered to take 
any money offefred him. These men were 
to desert me and start a counter-revolu- 
tion. When the plot had gone far enough 
I ordered the arrests. 

“t have unlimited confidence in the 
faith which the Mexican people Have in 
me. Only a small numbtr for selfish 
motives are likely to oppose me. There 
will be more plots undoubtedly, but 
pronipt steps will be taken to stop them.” 


The Charge Against De Villiers. 


The complaint on which De Villiers was 
arrested last night was succeeded by a 
new one this morning, issued also by 


Justice McClintock. The new complaint 
follows: 

Before me, the undersigned authority, on 
this day personally appeared J. W. Brown, 
who after being duly sworn on his oath 
deposes and says that he has good reason to

De Villiers has retained counsel and 
refused to make any statement ty = A 
acting, he said, on the advice of h 
lawyer.

LOOKS FOR POSTAL REFORMS. 


Cleveland Man Expects Penny Postage 
Soon. 


George T. McIntoch, a retired hardware 
manufacturer of Cleveland, Ohio, who is 
now devoting himself ‘to the promotion of 
i-cent letter postage, was here yesterday 
on his way back to Cleveland from a con- 
ference with President Taft’ and Post- 
master General Hitchcock in Washington.

One of the Greatest of Americans, 
Says the Colonel’s Old Enemy./.

gan soon after Mr. Roosevelt entered the 
White House and continued up until he 
left the Presidency, has evidently been 
settled. This evening Mr. Foraker deliv- 
ered one of the most glowing tributes to 
Col. Roosevelt ever heard in Cincinnati 
when he introduced Franklin Matthews, a 
New York newspaper conrrespondent, to 
2900 auditors at the Columbia Theatre. 
Mr. Matthews took the trip around the 
world with the Atlantic fleet, and he is to 
deliver his lecture at the Columbia 
throughout the coming week.

“I consider the record made by Mr. 
Roosevelt while he was President of this 
country as well as before that time one 
of the atest to be found in all the 
pages of American life,” said Foraker. 
*He will centainly go down in history 
as one of o greatest men, as @ man 
who embraced rhaps more qualities 
tran any other esident of the United 
States. He had his faults, and there 
were plenty of men who told him this. 
But when I say he was a great man, I 
mean that term by the sum total. of his 
accomplishments. It will be many years 
before.we get another man in the esi- 
dency who measures up to the standard 
set by Mr. Roosevelt,-ang as the years 
glide on this will become.more and more 
evident to us all.” 


CARNEGIE TRUST WINS SUIT. 


Broker Chapman Must Pay $40,714 on 
an Old Note—Usury Charge Fails. 


Supreme Court Justice Greenbaum de- 
cided yesterday that Charles W. Chap- 
man, a broker, must pay the Carnegie 
Trust Company $40,714,/on a note for - 
000 given two years ago as collateral. 
The suit. has been pending for several 


weeks. 

When the Carnegie Trust Company was 
closed the note was sold by the State 
Banking Department for $21;737. This 
was deducted from the principal, with 
$4,450, which Chapman had.on deposit 
with the trust com y. There was & 
question in the suit of usurious rates 
having been charged. As to this Justice 
Greenbaum id: 

‘Under these circumstances I am of 
the opinion that 4he provisions of Sec- 
tion 75 of the banking law, permitting 
a bank or banker ‘to receive and collect 
any sum’ to be agreed upon in writing 
by the parties to the transaction as com- 
pensation for mak advances of money 
repayable on de to an amount not 
less than $5,000 made upon certificates 
of stock, &c., have no application here, 
and that the interest agreed to be paid 
upon the amount of the note must be 
adjudged forfeited.”’

WASHINGTON, May 29.—The decision 
-of the United States Supreme Court, 
written by Chief Justice White, ordering 
“the dissolution of the American Tobacco 


Company, is as follows. 

’ ‘This suit was commenced on July 19, 
1907, by the United States to prevent the 
continuance of alleged violations of the 
First and Second Sections of the Anti- 
Trust act of July 2, 1800. The defendants

What the Lower Courts Decided. 


After the taking of mtch testimony 
before a special ¢xaminer the case was 
heard before a court consisting of four 
Judges, constituted under the expediting 
In deciding the case 
in favor of the Government each of the 
four Judges delivered an opinion (164 
Fed. 700.) A final decree was entered on 
Dec. 15, 1908. The petition was dismissed 

s to the English corporations, three of 
the subsidiary corporations, the United 
Cigar Stores Company and all the indi- 
vidual defendants. 

It was decreed that the defendants 
other than those against whom the peti- 
tion was dismissed, had theretefore en- 
tered into and were parties to combina- 
tions in restraint of trade, &c., in viola- 
tion of the Anti-Trust act, and said de- 
fendants and each of them, their officers, 
agents, &c., were restrained and en- 
jojned “from directly or indirectly doing 
any act or thing. whatsoever in further- 
ance of the objects and purposes of said 
combinations and from continuing as 
parties thereto." 

It specifically feund that each of the 
defendants, ‘‘The American Tobacco 
Company, American Snuff Company, 
American Cigar Company, American 
Stogie Company, and MacAndrews & 
Forbes Company constitutes and is itself 
@ combination in violation of the said 
act of Congress.” The opr porenoes thus! 
named, their officers, were next 
restrained and enjoined *s “trom further 
directly. or indirectly engaging in inter- 
State or foreign trade and commerce in 
leaf tobacco or the products manufact- 
ured therefrom or, articles necessary oT 
useful in connection therewith. But if 
any of said last-named defendants can 
hereafter affirmatively show the restora- 
tion of reasonably competitive conditions, 
such defendants may apply to = cou 
for a modification, suspension, or disso- 
lution of the injunction hereth ‘grated 
against it.’ 

The decree then enumerated the various 
corporations which it was found held or 
claimed to own some or all of the capital 
stock of other corporations and “partic- 
ularly specified such other. corporations, 
and then made the following restraining 
provisions:

Facing’a general failure of the water 
supply, from springs and brooks that 
have not’run dry in recent yéeats, and in 
receipt of ‘spécial warnings from iw*ew 
York City officials that they need expect 
no help this year, Westchester County 
towns are preparing t6 take extraordi- 
hary measures to insure a sufficient 
water supply threugh the Summer. 

Whe water crisis seemed ‘moré critical at 
Yonkers yesterday than et any other of 
the suburban towns that have been heuvy 
sufferers at times. In‘ a visit to six dif- 
ferent. .towns...an. inquires. found much 
more actual concern over the situation in 
Yonkers than in the othera. White Plains, 
on the other hand, where conditions were 
among the worst of any last year, was 
particularly jubilant over its water sup- 
ply this year, and its Board of “Water 
Commissioners seemed fully confident that 
they could..meet; the siigation, Mount 
Vernon folks mostly seated content to 
pray for rain ‘or advocate the digging o7 
wells, : 

At- Yonkers, where four large manufact- 
uring plants supply employment to a latge 
percentage. of the population, it is feared 
that these will run short and have to 
close down. To prevent this it has been 
decided to start an early sfight to ward 
off ‘the famine that now seems not far 
distant, 

As a first move, all sprinkling carts have 
been ordered off the streets, while a dam 
is being built across. the all but dry bed 
of the Nepperhan River at a point’ where 
the .water, should, any be collected by 
the dam, can be diverted into the Grassy 
Spring Reservoir. 

At a. point futher up the Nepperhan are 
the filter beds of the Yonkers Water De- 


partment. Through these beds the en- 
tire water supply now used in Yonkers 
is being filtered, and when thé supply is 
exhausted the town-has to stay dry un- 
til the mains fill up again. 


Pat On Malt Supply. 


Mayor Lennen, “backed by a citizens’ 
Committee and the Committee on Water 
Supply, has issued an order forbidding 
the use of any water from the Grassy 
Spring Reservoir. It is the Mayor's inten- 
tion to operate on “half rations” until 
this reservoir is entirely full, and then to 
conserve it until late In October or early 
in November, the idea being thereby to 
Spread the water shortage over a pro- 
tracted period rather than bring a posi- 
tive famine. 

The first plan was to divert the por- 
tion of. the Nepperhan River not used 
in the filter beds into the reservoir, but 
before tne dam could be built for this 
pussote the river went practically dry 
elow the beds. There is still hope for 
sufficient rain to start the river flow- 
ing and the authorities are plann to 
see that none escapes if such a fortuitous 
event occura, 

Grassy Spring, which has always been 
regarded as a mainstay for Yonkers, 
hould the worst come to the worst with 
he .river-. supply, .was found a week ago 
to. be running less water than was ev, 
orating from the reservoir it fed, plus 
the small amount turned into the water 
mains. To meet this situation the res- 
ervoir was cut off completely from the 
city service and a contract made with 
1g Pocantico Hills Reservoir Company, 

= aren concern supplying Tarrytown 
en several nearby towns, to deliver into 

Yonkers reservoir all the water it 
fee spare. 

For a week an average of 1,000,000 gal- 
lens a day has been running -_ the 
Grassy Springs reservoir from 
cantico Hills concern. When the Yonk- 
ers authorities decided to act decisively 
ay uickly the reservoir was. down to 

,000 gallons, less than one-fourth 
of the normal supply. 

Measurements made yesterda A the 
Reservoir gave the hopeful to f 600,- 
000,000 gallons, two-thirds of wiat the 
reservoir will hold. It is Mayor Lennen’s 
intention to keep the Pocantico stream 
running into the reservoir until the full 
900,000,000 gallon supply is on hand, 
to supplement. the river supply for cur- 
rent use by sinking ten or more emer- 
gency wells along the valley of the Bronx, 


Warned in Good Time. 


“We are grateful,’ said Mayor Len- 
nen, ‘for the preliminary warning Water 
Commissioner Thompson of New York 
sent us telling us of the expected famine 
ih New York. It awoke us to our own 
danger, especially as we cannot count on 
borrowing water from New York - this 
year as last. We use 10,000,000 gallons 
a day even after shutting off the lawn 
sprinklers as we have and ‘stopped the 
sprinkling carts. 

“When we have the 900,000,000 gallons 
in the reservoir we will have a 90-day 
supply for a certainty ahead of us and as 
Wwe won't touch a drop of that until we 
sheniutely have to, we aren't ready to fly 
a white just yet.

SIR WILLIAM S. GILBERT. < » 
Sir WiLL1aM SCHWENCK GILBERT had 
lived his life to the full, employed all 
his talents faithfully, and had enjoyed, 
in the evening of his life, the admira- 
tion and esteem of his fellow-men which 
frequently is accorded to workers in the 
field of literature and art only after 
they have passed into the beyond.

ora French dramatist who had prodyced 
four plays so original in. fancy, potent 
in charm, and rich alike in humor and 
Gramatic force would not have escaped 
a@ laurel crown and an address of honor. 
His best remembered prose plays, too, 
like “ Dan’l Druce,” “Engaged,” and 
“Comedy and Tragedy” were the 
products of a fertile and well-ordered 
mind. As for those seemingly im- 
perishable operettas, for which ARTHUR 
SULLIVAN composed the tunes, they are 
inimitable. There is nothing else like 
them in English drama, and “ Pinafore,” 
“‘ Patience,” and “The Mikado.’’. cer- 
tainly deserve to be kept in the theatri- 
eal repertory permanently, Sir WrIL1- 
1am did much elsé, including the.“ Bab 
Ballads,” of delightful memory. .

Sir William was born in London on 
Nov. 18 1836, and was educated at 
Great Baling.and at King's College, Lon- 
don. If.the Crimean War had lasted a

Privy Council Cffice. For -fivo years he 
Was a civil service clerk, and, it seems, 
amid the serio-comic routine of a Gov- 
ernment cffice he developed that sa- 
tirical form of humor which found its 
chief subjects in the foibles of the men 
around him. A windfall of $2,000 af- 
forded him the meaus of escape from 
duli routine and he studied for the bar. 
He was called in 1864 and for four years 
he followed the . ai profession. 

He had already, like so many impecuni- 
ous young men, been trying to add to his 
income by his pen. In 1 he eyeseres 
in print, his first published work 

uasi-humorous poem) (“ Satisfied Isaiah 

ones”) which was accepted by the week~ 

ly comic journal Fuh; Soon after began 
his connection with that periodical, to 
which the lovers of amusing verse owe 
the “ Bab Ballads.”’. Week by week there 
appeared, illustrated by rough drawings 
by the author, these witty poems, of 
which perhaps “The Yarn.of the Nancy 
Bell’. is the best known, and as they 
brought Mr. Gilbert money they not less 
certainly won for him a position in the 
literary world of London. 

Meanwhile the young bafrister in the 
intervals betwéen briefs had been trying 
his hand as a playwright. In 1866 Miss 
Herbert, needing a Christmas piece, asked 
Tom Robertson to write for her. He was 
too busy and recommended the author of 
the “ Bab Ballads.” Gilbert accepted the 
commission and wrote ‘“ Dulcamara; or, 
the Little Duck and the Great Quack.” 
It is recordéd that he wrote it in eight 
days, and as Miss Herbert’s manager paid 
him $150 for it, he remarked: 

“Take an old stager’s advice and never 
again sell so good a play for so little 
money.” 


His Career as Playwright. 


Gilbert was. now started as. a play- 
wright, and plays of all description— 
farce, burlesque, pantomime, and oper- 


etta—followed from his pen for several 
years. Few of them are now remem- 
bered, but it Is to be noted that in three 
of them, *“‘ The Wicked World,”’ “ Broken 
Hearts, * and “ Gretchen,” the author 
thew aside every consideration but his 
art and wrote from his heart to @xpress 
his conception of life. “The Palace of 
Truth” and ‘ Pygmalion and Galatéa”’ 
are peer the best remembered how- 
ever, of all these: earlier pieces; and * En- 
gaged,” a comedy, had an excellent run 
at the Haymarket, But it was not till 
1875 that, he wrote the first of the Savoy 
operas, “ Trial BY Jury,” which. was ac- 
tually: produced at the Royalty Theatre.

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+ Another advance in the movement re- 
certly inaugurated by railroads to save 
hundreds. of millions annually through 
traffic agreem over “existing roads 
where it was p to construct dupli- 
eate lines, was made yesterday when 
Directcrs of the Missouri Pacific and the 
St: Louis & San Francisco systems ap- 
proved a coitract made by the Frisco 
for the use of the tracks of the St. Douis 
& Iron. Mountain, a qubsidiary -of the 
Missouri Pacific, between Baton Rouge 
and Memphis, approximately 400 miles. 

When the Frisco was purchased by the 
Rock Island -several years ago B. F. 
Yoakum had practically arranged for hou; 
construction of a new Frisco line be- 
tween Memphis and New Orleans at 
cost of $14,000,000. The purchase by the 
Rock Island made it unnecessary for the 
Frisco to build. Since the separation of 
the two properties it had again become 
advisable to consider the construction of 
that link either by the Frisco or its sub- 
sidiary, thé Chicago & Bastern Illinois. 

Engineering work for the project, which 
would haye cost $15,000,000 at this time, 
was recently started, and was broken off 
only by the beginning of negotiations be- 
tween Messrs. Yoakum and Gould. In the 
past month the matter has been thrashed 
cut and the agreement closed. 

“The contract. means more than the 
mere matter o nt operation. between 
Memphis and New Orleans,” said aff of- 
ficial of the Frisco.

FIND WIRE TAPPER GUILTY. 


Man Who Swindied Harrisburg Baker 
First Convicted Under a New Law. 


The first conviction under the law 


passed in 1907, making “ wire tapping "’ 
equivalent to and larceny in the first 
degree, was obtained yesterday before 
Judge O'Sullivan in General Sessions 
when John Hartman was found guilty 
of swindling Frederick Lauster, a retired 
baker of Harrisburg, Penn., of $12,000 in 
an alleged poolroom at 253 West Fifty- 
second Street.

$12,000 from the bank, and came to this 
city, where Hartman took him to the 
house in Fifty-second Street, the lor 
of which was fitted up like a poolroom. 
There Lauster saw men apparently bet- 
ting on horse races, Lauster bet on a 
horse he was told would win, and it won, 
Hartman said Black Maid would win the 
next race, and Lauster put all his money 
on a Maid, but Black Maid came in 
second.

COMMITTEE NAMES TERMS 


Suggests That Experts from Engineer. 
Ing Schools Watch the Tests and 
Give a Verdict on Them, 


The controversy between the alNed con- 
erete interests and the hollow tiJe.man- 
ufacturers over the adoption of a build- 
ing code by the Aldermanic Committee 
on Buildings took a new turn yesterday 
when a delegation representing the 
former called on Mayor Gaynor et City 
Hall with a proposal ‘that they be al- 
lowed to conduct’ tests of their mate- 
rial. On the committee were Albert Ol- 
iver, Edward Mscher, H. C. Turner and 
T..M. Vinton. A copy of the proposal 
Was handed to Alderman . Kenneally, 
chairman of the Building Committee, and 
other copies will be. sent to those inter- 
ested in the controversy. 

The committee calls attention to. the 
fact that at a public hearing on the 
eode last week an opportunity was of- 
fered to make a test of their inaterial, 
and they say they are now willing to do 
80, and suggest that the hollow tile in- 
terests also make tesis. If the latter 
refuse tO\do so, the concrete interests 
Say that they ara willing to pay the cost 
of a test of hollow tile material, such 
tests to be started at any time and to 
be completed within ninety days. The 
terms, which embrace complete fir 
Water and loag tests for both kinds o 
Materials, are suggested thus: 

1. Of a flat cinder concrete form of 
construction between steel beams in ac- 
cordance with the present regulations 
for testing such constructions now re- 
quired by the Bureau of Buildings of 
Manhattan. ’ : 

2. Of a fiat reinforced concrete form 
of -construction. designed in accordance 
with the regulations now in force in the 
Borough of Brooklyn. 

8. It being understood that the manu- 
facturers of terra cotta hollow tile are 
also to make and bear the expense of 
tests of flat terra cotta block forms of 
Construction side by side and at the 
same time with ovr tests, according ‘iv 
the specifications for fiat hollow. block 
copstructions as called for in the pro- 
posed code. 

All of the tests to be on spans of six 
feet centre to centre of bearings, and 
to have no plaster, cement or other pro- 
tection on the under side. 

We propose that these tests be made 
in strict accordance with the regulations 
gcverning tests of fireproof construc- 
tions now in force in anhattan and 
under the supervision of a committee to 
consist of the superintendents wf the 
Bureaus of Buildings for the five_bor- 
cughs and two members of the Building 
Committee of the Aldermen. is com- 
mittee to designate a professor of en- 
ineering of Columbia University, 
tevens Institute, Messachusetts_ Insti- 
tute of Technology, Rensselaer Polytech- 
nic Institute, or ths consulting éngineer 
Ira H. Woolson, of the National Boa 
of Fire Underwriters, who will be paid 
by us to conduct the tests. 

We further agree to pax a competcrt 
mason to build a test arch of flat. terra 
ectta blocks, the builder to buy his blocks 
in tho : “e market, we to defray all ex- 
penses in connecticn with these terra 
cotta structures, In addition to defray- 
ing all expenses in connection with our 
own structures, to the end that your 
committee may have authentic and di- 
rect information as a basis from which 
to draw proper sections covering cinder 
concrete fireproofing, reinforced con- 
crete and hollow terra cotta block con- 
struction to be inserted in the new code. 

We are prepared to start these tests 
at any time ani complete them within 
ninety days after the proposed commit- 
tee has designated a professor of en- 
gineering and the consent or refusal to 
co-operate in making these tests bas 
been received from the manufacturers 
of hollow terra. cotta blocks. 

-In view of the fact that the agitation 
for @ new building. code has extend 
over a period of at least five years, we 
feel that ‘the further slight delay we 
suggest will be insignificant in compar- 
ison with the benefits to be derived from 
a thorough knowledge of/ this subject by 
peer committee and the general build- 
n ublic.

FLAMES. DESTROY CHUTES. 


Two Dead In Fire at San Francisco’s 
Largest Amusement Resort. 


SAN FRANCISCO, May 29.—Two' men 
are believed to have perished in a fire 
that destroyed the Chutes, San Fran- 
cisco’s largest amusement resort, early 
to-day.. Occupants of an adjoining lodg- 
fing house which caught fire found that 
escape was cut orf; 

Before the firemen arrived Della Alviso 
a 19-year-old: girl, and John Feist jumped 
from. a second-story window. Both were 
dangerously injured. William Williams, 
an employe of the resort, unable to pre- 
yent Miss Alviso from jumping, attempt- 
éd to catch her as she fell, and suffered 
a broken arm. Mrs, Ida McFarland, who 
was sleeping in a room with two other 
women in the lodging house, awoke to 
find ker companions hysterical and unable 
to move. She dragged them to window 
ledge and held them until the firemen ar- 
rived with ladders. John Boettinger and 
& Man whose name is not known, who 
weré sleeping in the lodging house, are 
believ to have perished. 

The theatre of the Chutes, which was 
built of concrete, is the only building 
within the resort saved. The loss is esti- 
mated at $250,000. 

At 9:15 the fire wag under control. A 
cage of-monkeys and a baby lion were 
saved by employes of the park. 


POULTRY TRUST AGREEMENT. 


Document Admitted In Evidence at 


the Trial of the Case. 


Only one witness was put on the stand 
yesterday in the trial of fifteen members 
of the New York Live Poultry Commis- 
sion Merchants’ Association, who .are on 
trial before Judge Rosalsky in General 
Sessions charged with attempting to ob- 
tain a monopoly of the live poultry trade 
in this city and regulate the price and 
supply of poultry. 

The witness was George G. Brown, 
Secretary of the association. He was 
called to the stand by Assistant District 
Attorney De Ford, who asked him to 
identify a copy of the agreement drawn 


up by the association on Feb. 11, 1907. ° 


William Travers Jerome, counsel for the 


ea | accused, at once made vigorous objection. 


He said. the document in question con- 
tained the names of men not under in- 
dictment, and that several of the names 
of the men on trial did not appear in it 
at all. 

After an argument lasting three hours 


the agreement was admitted in evidence | 


by Jud Rosalsky. 

Mr. De Ford then offered in evidence a 
copy of the by-laws of the association, 
which were adopted in the Summer of 
1906. Mr. Jerome raised the same objec- 
tion to this and another argument lasting 
near) two hours resulted. Judge 
Rosaisky finally admitted. the copy in 
evidence. fe 

The agreement of 1907, which was ad- 
mitted in evidence first, is to the effect 
that for the term of one year the mem- 
bers of the association agree to a list of 
prices for the selling: of live poultry and 
the conditions under which the poultry 
was to be sold. They also agreed to give 
access to one another’e books and to pool 
their commissions weekly and appropri- 
ate them to the uses of the association, 

nd to make a weekly distribution of 
he money to members of the associa- 
tion on. a stipulated scale. The penalty 
for violating the agreement was expul- 
sion from the canes and forfeiture 
of all its benefits.

Simultaneous Attack on aoWest 42d 
St. Place—Acrobatic Detectives Find 
It Crowded and Arrest Six.

Second Deputy Police Commissioner 
Dougherty’s men went out again yester- 
day in quest of poolrooms and descended 
simultanéously on tro at about 5 
o'clock; in the. afternoon.
